An automobile late Wednesday slammed through 
a brick wall of a building on West Marietta Street, NW, 
setting off an explosion and causing a 30- by- 80 foot 
section of the building to collapse. 


The driver’, identified by police 
as Mrs. Vicia Jackson Washburn, 
23, a Negro schoolteacher who 
lives at 1489 Lorraine St., NW, 
was pinned in the wreckage of 
her automobile for more than an 
hour. 


Mrs. Washburn, an instructor at 
the William J. Scott School, was 
admitted to Grady Hospital with 
compound fractures of the legs 
and a broken hip, Patrolman 
H. B. Durett said. He added her 
condition was described as se- 
rious. 


Capt. Joe T. Anderson, of the 
Fire department, said two fire 
companies and a rescue unit 
answered the call. They later 
called for power tools. 


“This is the worst thing of this 
kind I have ever seen,”’ Capt. 
Anderson said. ‘It’s hard to be- 
lieve a car could do this damage.”’

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Mrs. John F. Kennedy has decided to 
take her infant son with her to Florida in mid-December even 
if it means staying in the hospital an extra day or so, her doc- 


tor reported Wednesday. 


The president-elect’s wife plans to go to Palm _ 
Beach, Fla., when she gets out of Georgetown 
Hospital in about 10 days. There she will recuper- 
ate from her Caesarean operation-at the seafront 
home of her father-in-law, Joseph P. Kennedy. 


Until Wednesday there had been some ques- 
‘tion whether John F. Kennedy Jr. would be able 
to accompany his mother on the Florida trip. 
But Mrs. Kennedy's obstetrician, Dr, John W. 
Walsh, told reporters she was determined that 
“when she goes, her baby will go with her.”

Is Plain Enough! 


A federal court in New Orleans yes- 
terday ended another round in the mas- 
sive struggle now going on there between 
the state and federal governments over 
fundamental legal issues. The state lost. 


The court’s ruling surprised no one 
who has followed the lengthy court bat- 
tles which already have been fought out 
in other states. It decisively laid away 
the “theory of interposition” and struck 
down 22 other measures which the Lou- 
isiana Legislature hurriedly passed to 
circumvent court orders. 


This decision goes further perhaps 
than any other in states which have 
had to meet the problem and resolve it. 
The temporary injunction bars the en- 
tire state government, mayors, chiefs of 
police, and sheriffs from interference 
with operation of the schools by the 
school board. ee 

It is difficult to see any alternative 
left except for the state to get out of the 
public school business. That Louisiana 
nor any other state can afford to do. 

Once more the lesson to Georgia is 
plain. We sincerely hope the General As- 
sembly will take action to put a sensible 
plan into effect in January which will 
take the initiative from the courts and 
place it in the hands of local school 
boards and local communities. 

Why should our children—as have the 
children of New Orleans—become pawns 
in a power struggle between federal and 
state authority which already has been 
decided? 

Our legislative leaders have promised 
there will be no repetition of New Or- 
moe in Georgia. Sen.-elect Howard 

erby of Gainesville yesterday voiced 
the feeling of a growing number who 
urge action in January. “I helped pass 
nearly every segregation law on the 
bdépks,” he declared.

Peril of Drag Racing 


Requires Firm Action 


This year is going down as the worst 
year on record when it comes to drag 
racing on Georgia’s public highways. 

The fools who participate think they 
are brave. Actually they are cowards 
who, under the cover of darkness, plav 
their deadly game on roads where they 
believe they are least likely to be caught 
by law enforcement officers. 

In fact, all sorts of precautions are 
taken to prevent apprehension. None, 
though, are taken by these demons bof 
the highways to prevent the loss of lives 
of the innocent. 

This is borne out by the fact that 
only three of 11 fatalities listed from 
drag racing in the past six months were 
listed as willful participants. 

As pointed out in a series of articles 
by Constitution reporter Jack Nelson, 
sheriffs and the State Patrol want 
stronger weapons with which to combat 
the growing menace. 

Some of the urgent requests for leg- 
islation include automatic revocation of 
drivers’ licenses upon conviction of racing 
and a parental responsibility law be- 
cause of the number of teén-agers in- 
volved. Col. William P. Trotter, State 
Department of Public Safety director, 
favors enactmenf of a conspiracy law 
to cover all participants—driver, willful 
passengers, flagmen, timers, lookouts or 
anyone else helping to plan a race. 

All of these are good proposals, aimed 
at the same objective—to rid the roads 
of drag racers. The task will require 
more emphasis on education as to the 
perils involved and: stepped-up efforts 
on the part of all law enforcement 
officers. 

Civic clubs and all responsible citi- 
zens would do well to join in a cam- 
Ppaign aimed at prevention of races on 
Georgia highways. But whatever steps 
are required, including imposition of life 
sentences when circumstances so war- 
rant, should be taken to keep racing 
fiends off the roads—permanently.

Whither the South: 
On School Front? 


There’s more in the South’s education ig 
than the continuing struggle over 
we can forget the race question for awhile oe 


/ 


ner some of the dramatic advances which have been made, there is 
reason for downright encouragement. We have not overcome the gap 
between ourselves and the rest of the nation, but it has been nar- 
rowed and our effort is much greater than ever in the past. 

Let’s look at the dark side first. 

The National Education Association reports that the South still 
has the highest illiteracy rates, the fewest high school graduates, 


the lowest salary schedule for teachers, the smallest expenditures | 


per pupil and fewer taking advantage of higher education than any 


other region. 


Ten states of the South ranked as the bottom 10 in expendi- 
tures per pupil. Our own state of Georgia ranked 42nd with $241

But statistics don’t tell all the story. 

Per pupil expenditures during the past decade have registered 
dramatic increases in the region. Mississippi is, spending 162 per 
cent more money than in 1950. Georgia is spending 95 per cent more. 

In salaries, seven Southern states rank among the lowest 10 
in the scale to teachers and school administrators. National aver- 


age was $5,160. Mississippi was lowest with 


- last year while 


Georgia again was 42nd with $3,800. But the rate of improvement 
was greater than any in the nation. Mississippi increased salaries by 
137 per cent, with Georgia, Arkansas, Virginia and Alabama in the 


top 10 in rate of improvement. 


But all this progress does not erase the fact that by most meas- 
urable standards, the South still has a long way to go. Under the 
Seiective Service testing program, for example, a far higher propor- 
tion of registrants are disqualified in the South than in any other 
part of the nation. In 1958 the record shows that Montana had only 
3.9 per cent of its potential servicemen rejected because of illiteracy, 
best in the nation. South Carolina’s rejection rate of 58.3 per cent was 


the worst. 


The record shows further that the South is making a greater fi- 
nancial effort than any other region compared to its capabilities. 
Comparing per capita incomes, for example, Connecticut has four 
times as much income per child as Mississippi. And Georgia, which 
is in ihe lower 10 in per capita income, ranks seventh in the nation 
in school-age population as per cent of total population. Twenty- 
eight per cent of the state’s total is of school age. 

The region's educational problems are multiplying with its chang- 
ing economy but so is its ability to cope with them. But as long as 
its financial resources as measured in per capita incomes lag behind 
the national average, it must make a greater comparative effort. It 
has been shown conclusively that economic development and per 
capita incomes directly are related to the levél of education. 

To speed up this process of equalizing educational opportunity, 
federal aid to education is a necessity. Yet a great irofty of our times 
is the determined opposition to such aid by a majority of Southern 


representatives in Congress. Why?

Exported Revolt 
A Growing Peril

appeal to the Cubans, but it still exerts a dangerous appeal to the 
people of the whole Caribbean area—and beyond. The most dan- 
gerous period is still ahead. The consensus is that in attempting 
to step up rebellion beyond his borders, the Cuban dictator is in 
large part acting out of desperation. 


The impact of Castroism is 
visible even here in Mexico, the 
most stable, mature, and pros- 
perous of ali the South American 
republics. This will be the sub- 
ject of another column, but first 
I want to give an over-all picture 
of the dangers which are rapidly 
developing from Cuba’s mount- 
ing efforts to export Castroism 
by force to other Latin Ameri- 
can countries. 

Those who are close to events, 
both in Cuba and_ throughout 
Latin America, believe that the 
following is a. careful statement 
of the facts—and they are fore- 
boding: 

1. Like most dictators Castro 
has come to feel that he must 
expand his revolution abroad in 
order to retain his hold at home. 

2. Whatever his earlier inten- 
tions, Castro has become a 
firm and obedient front to the 
Soviet Union. This is evident in 
Mexico City where the Cuban 
diplomatic staff is an adjunct to 
the Soviet Embassy. 

The export of Castroism by 
force is being carried out under 
Soviet direction by Soviet arms 
to serve Soviet purposes. Castro

has made them his own. On the 
outside of the package the ‘“‘ex- 
port” is marked “Gift from 
Cuba.”’ On the inside it is clear- 
ly “Made in Moscow.” 

3. Whatever difficulties Fidel 
may be accumulating at home, 
his capacity to make trouble out- 
side Cuba is very great. 


4. Castro literally has arms 
to give away. He has 20,000 tons 
of Communist-bloc munitions. 
These include eight MIG fighter 
planes, Soviet tanks, helicopters, 
and more than 100,000 automatic 
rifles and machine guns, all ac- 
quired in recent months.

Need Not Fear Peace 


,. One of the favorite themes of Soviet propaganda is the line that 
the U.S. continues to wage the cold war because, without the support of 
billions of dollars spent on defense, its economy would collapse. It’s 
bad enough when this line is peddled by this country’s enemies but 
worse when it comes from American businessmen. 


Not long ago, one American 
businessman -— who deserves 
some better claim to fame than 
this — declared: ‘The greatest 
threat that faces America today 
is the chance that Russia’s Nikita 
Khrushchev ‘may come forward 
with a genuine. peace proposal. 

. . It would throw us into an 
industrial tailspin.” 

This line is dangerous, not 
merely because it supports Com- 
munist propaganda, but even 
more so because it’s stupid and 
misleading. 

In 1944, U.S. defense expendi- 
tures totaled $88.6-billion; in 1947 
they were down to $11.4-billion. 
This was.a total drop of $77.2-bil- 
lion—and it came at a time when 
Gross National Product was run- 
ning a little higher than $200-bil-

greatest postwar expansion in its 
history. _...

Nevertheless, there is no reason 
in the world why wise govern- 
ment and business policies could 
not once again give us a recon- 
version to a peacetime economy 
without major catastrophe. 

Indeed, if we were able to cut 
out billions of dollars of spending 
on defense and let people hold 
onto their own money by reduc- 
ing taxes, this would probably 
provide a major stimulus, not.a 
drag, to economic growth. Not all 
the defense savings would have 
to be returned to the people in the 
form of tax reduction. There are 
plenty of important jobs — edu- 
cation, urban redevelopment, re- 
sources and the like — that could 
well benefit by more gublic. sup- 
port. 

Unhappily, there seems to be 
little prospect of establishing gen- 
uine peace.

State’s power over internal 
affairs—The court admitted that 
the creation or abolition of a 
school board is “an area pecu- 
liarly reserved for exclusive state 
action.”” But it cited a six-week- 
old U.S. Supreme Court dictum 
that “‘a constitutional power can- 
not be used by way of condition 
to attain an unconstitutional re- 
sult.” 


One sentence in the New Or- 
leans court’s ruling summarized 
the situation: “Having found a 
Statute unconstitutional, it is ele- 
mentary that a court has power 
to enjoin all those charged with 
its execution.” 


LEGISLATURE ACTED 


The Louisiana legislature to de- 
feat desegregation had: 


Invoked interposition, removed 
four of five members of the Or- 
Jeans Parish school board, abol- 
ished the board, placed a legis- 
lative committeé in control of 
New Orleans schools and re-en- 
acted school-closing laws previ- 
ously voided.

House floor leaders set the 
stage for a possible statewide pri- 
vate school system to preserve 
racial segregation late Wednes- 
day by introducing two bills to 
aid private institutions. 


The bills were the first of the 
current special session that dealt 
specifically with private schools, 


Rep. Risley Triche, a floor lead- 
er for Gov. Jimmie H. Davis, said 
one bill would authorize grant-in- 
aid payments to parents who pre- 
fer to send their children.to pri- 
vate, nonsectarian, nonprofit 
schools. 


The other bill would require of- 
ficers of any educational coopera- 
tive organized under provisions 
of a 1958 law to furnish bond, as 
established by the State Board 
of Education, before receiving 
grant-in-aid payments. 


Triche said the new plan sim- 
ply offers “‘a freedom of choice” 
for parents. It says nothing about 
abandoning public schools.

Approval of 21 Amendments Opens 


Way for Industrial Boom in Georgia 


A new era in Georgia industrial 
development may result from 
voter approval of one general 
amendment and 20 local amend- 
ments to the constitution in the 
general election. 


The general amendment, No. 7, 
will provide for the General As- 
sembly to establish an Industrial 
Development Commission to make 
loans available for local industrial 
development agencies. 


The local amendments offer aid 
and inducement for counties in at- 
tracting industry, some though the 
establishment of industrial develop- 
ment agencies, some through the 
issuance of tax-free revenue 
bonds, and some through tax 
levies. 


Jack Minter; director of the 
Georgia Department of Com- 


merce, was elated about the pas- 
sage of amendment No. 7. “‘This) 
will aid us greatly in industrial 
development,” he said. 


Minter said there would prob- 
ably be 10 members on the com- 
mission, one from each congres- 
sinal district. He said he would 
ask Gov. Ernest Vandiver to name 
the commission soon. 


“Of course the General Assem- 
bly must appropriate the funds 
in January,”’ he said. 


Minter also was elated about the 
passage of. 20 of 25 local amend- 
ments designed to aid counties 
in attracting local industry. Min- 
ter said the passage of thése 
amendments would also boost 
statewide industry. 


“This will give us a much- 
needed tool in attracting industry 


throughout the state,” he said, “I 
feel that it is just a matter . of 
time before similar amendments 
are passed for other counties.”’ 


Minter said the failure of the 
other five counties to pass their 
amendments would be a_ detri- 
ment to the counties’ industrial 
development.

Department’s dead par- 
cel bins each -year—but they 
could have reached their desti- 
nation if the sender had been 
careful. 


Here are seven rules which 
will assure that your gifts reach 
their destination: 


—Address legibly and care- 
fully. Don’t be a hasty scrawler 
or “Fancy Dan” writer whose 
script is beautiful, but unread- 
able. 


—Be particularly careful in 
writing numbers and initials. A 
hastily written 1 can look like 
a 7; a sloppy Me. can be mis- 
taken for Mo. 


—Double-check all doubtful 
addresses before mailing: use 
postal zone numbers in mailings 
to all larger cities. 


—Put a return address on the 
upper left-hand corner of every 
package. | : 


—Address with a permanent 
writing fluid that won't be ob- 
literated by rain, snow or mois- 
ture. 


—Send important packages by 
first class and registered mail, 
or parcel post and insured. Tie 
parcel post paekages securely; 
don’t seal with tape or other ad- 
hesives. 


—Mail now. Your packages 
can’t arrive too early if you 
mark them ‘Do not open until 
Christmas.”

Relationship Between Mental, Physical 
Is Important Part of Nurses’ Training 


By BARBARA SOMERVILLE

The student nurse is introduced to the psychiatric patient 
early in her training at the Emory University School of Nursing. 
This is not, however, to prepare her for psychiatric. nursing. 
Rather, it is to help her understand the relationship of mental 
health to the patient’s total physical condition. 


“Every hospitalized patient is in a stress situation,”’ explained 
Miss Beazie Hayes, head of the nursing school's psychiatric de-

partment. ‘‘And the effectiveness of the patient's nursing care is 
partly dependent upon the nurse’s ability to communicate with 
her patient. 


“The goal of the psychiatric nursing experience is to increase 
each student’s skill in the art of listening, observing and discern- 
ing—because the most accurate communication frequently is non- 
verbal.”’ 

SELF UNDERSTANDING FIRST 


Miss Hayes went on to explain that first a girl must feel 
respect for the dignity and worth of a human being. Then she 
must learn to understand herself as well as any mentally healthy 
person. Only then does she study and observe the more complex 
eviations from normal behavior because ‘‘self understanding 
always precedes the understanding of others.’’ 


“During the student’s second or third quarter in the nursing 
school she begins the first psychiatric unit,’"” Miss Hayes said. 
‘For two weeks she works with patients in the general hospital. 
The next four weeks she works with the neurotic or psychotic 
patients. Six to nine months later she again works with the 
psychiatric patients. 

INDIVIDUAL CONFERENCES 


“During this time she has individual conferences with her 
instructor to help her analyze her relationship with the patient— 
to identify what is going on in their relationship. 


“The student nurse is attempting to bring about a positive 
change in the patient’s behavior by the therapeutic use of herself. 
Her only tool is herself. And that, of course, includes her knowl- 
edge, her reason and her experience. 


‘At this time,’’ Miss Hayes said, “‘a valuable experience 
for the student nurse is the patient presentation conference. 
Several times a week she meets with the chief resident physi- 
cian, the ward administrator, the occupational therapist, nursing 
assistants, vocational rehabilitation specialist, medical students, 
instructor, visiting psychiatrist, and any other members of the 
medical team concerned with the patient. 


PARTICIPATES IN DISCUSSIONS 


“She actively participates in the group discussions concern- 
ing the patient’s behavior, his diagnosis and treatment,” Miss 
Hayes said. 

In the meantime, the. student nurse has been gaining expe- 
rience in the field of maternal and child health and family rela- 
tions. The method of teaching in this area is a relatively new 
one. The family is studied as a unit. The student learns not 
only the care of the mother and infant but the child and father, 
as well. 


GRANT GIVEN 


The Children’s Bureau of the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has given Emory’s School of Nursing a 
five-year grant to further develop this program and to assist 
other schools of nursing in this region with their maternal and 
child health units. 


Mrs. Mabel Hamrick, who is head of the Maternal and Child 
Health Department, explained that study is focused on the nor- 
mal family. The student studies the needs of parents as well as 
SS Seas a young children, the role of each family member, and the ways 
Baar Fr ee a child can develop a normal personality.

Vicki. Lynn Clark is a pretty 7-year-old who's eagerly looking 
forward to Santa’s annual visit. She’s a radiant blonde with gray 
éyes that wink mischievously and an engaging grin that frequently 
turns into an infectious giggle. 


The youngster can easily dominate a conversation, talking one 
minute about the doll she wants for Christmas, calling attention 
to her adored baby sister, 14-month-old Kim, in the next breath. 
Vicki’s outgoing personality and knack for immediately making 
friends causes visitors to forget—almost—that the child is con- 
fined to a wheel chair for the rest of her life. 


As she happily discloses the family’s plans for Christmas— 
the letter she'll write to Santa, a ‘“‘tree that'll reach to the ceil- 
ing’’—it’s hard to remember that Vicki may know only one or 
two more holiday seasons. 


HOW MANY MORE? 


How many more Christmas mornings will Vicki awake to? 
No one really knows. Perhaps only one or two or three, unless an 
effective treatment .is found in time to arrest the ruthless progress 
of muscular dystrophy. 


The Atlanta youngster is a victim of the mysterious, crippling 
killer—a disease that weakens and wastes the muscles. A disease 
that as yet has no cure. 


Vicki walked her last step on her third birthday. 


“We had a birthday party for her,”’ Vicki's mother, Mrs. Jack 
W. Clark, recalled. “It was on a Friday afternoon. She played 
with the children and we all had a wonderful time. She walked 
to bed that night. But she never walked again.”’ 


SOMETHING WRONG 


Months before that, Mr. and Mrs. Clark knew something was 
wrong with their daughter. When she was a baby, Vicki sat 
alone normally. She crawled like other youngsters before she 
learned to walk. It was then that her halting steps became of 
primary concern to her parents. 


“She couldn’t lift her foot to step over a broomstick,”’ Mrs. 
Clark explained. ‘“‘When she fell, it seemed impossible for her to 
get up. She’d put her hands on her legs and struggle so hard 
to get up! We took her to several different doctors and tried all 
kinds of special shoes, hoping to correct whatever was wrong.” 


Finally the Clarks were told their little girl had muscular 
dystrophy. That was a heartbreaking day for Jack and Verna 
Clark. 

HARD FOR FATHER 


“It was especially hard for Vicki’s father,’”’ Mrs. Clark re- 
called. ‘‘We knew nothing about the disease except what we'd 
heard on television—that it crippled, then killed. We thought there 
was nothing we could do. 


“Jack and I both kind of died inside,’”’ Verna said. ‘‘We had 
a new baby, too—Donna was only a week old. Since there is no 
known source of MD—no one knows how it chooses its victims— 
we worried not only about Vicki, but about the other children, 
too.”’ (Besides Vicki and Kim, the Clarks have two other children, 
Jack Jr., 12, and Donna, 5.) 


But there was an unknown strength within the Clarks, enough 
strength to meet the stress of tragedy. 


NO SELF-PITY 


Today, there’s no aura of self-pity nor an air of approaching 
doom about the Clark household. Through the help of Mrs. Paul 
Baron of the local MD chapter, Mr. and Mrs. Clark learned to 
live with hope. Reading all the available material on the disease, 
counseled by Mrs. Baron and local doctors, Mr. and Mrs. Clark 
led their family along a path of confidence that makes for a good 
life for them. all, and especially for Vicki. 


“We realized,” Verna related, ‘that we should treat Vicki as

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much as possible like other children. There are, of course, many

‘‘moody and stubborn.”” But such phases are infrequent. Usually, 
she’s “pretty good.’’ She plays hide-and-go-seek and ring-around- 
the-rosy with Donna and Jack. She takes special pride in Kim, is 
a champion baby-sitter when Verna goes outside to hang out the 
laundry. She also helps with the household chores, is an expert 
at drying dishes. 


An alert youngster, Vicki dutifully studies at home, with a 
private tutor. A “whiz” at arithmetic, her favorite subject, she’s 
a straight-A student.. 


Mrs. Clark declared she is ‘‘very grateful” for the help of- 
fered by the Atlanta Area Chapter, MDAA, and for contributions 
given the association by the public. 


‘Vicki isn’t the only one who benefits,” Mrs. Clark pointed out. 
‘There are 124 other MD victims in the Atlanta area, and Emory 
University receives an annual $10,000 research grant from the 
organization.”

The International Tuesday launched

“That’s news to me,” said 
Bavasi, with a twinkle in his eye. 
‘‘We own Montreal and the league 
isn’t taking the franchise. They 
can buy it. We also keep the five 
grand those fellows put up in Mon- 
treal.”’ 


International League officials would 
be elated to see Bavasi shift the Mon- 
treal franchise to Atlanta. 


“I’ve said before that we would 
like to do that,” said Bavasi, ‘‘but it’s 
not my responsibility to get Atlanta’s release from the Southern 
Association. The International must draft Atlanta. 


“You'd think now, however, that Atlanta is the most valuable 
property in baseball,” Bavasi continued. “Just a year ago they're 
trying to give me the franchise and I don’t want it. Ask them what 
it’s worth now, though, and you'll find out that it’s certainly in- 
creased in value.”’ | 


—The Price Isn’t Right This Year 


Bavasi then made a pitch across the plate. ‘‘Now, when the 
Dodgers came into Atlanta,”’ he said, ‘‘we were guaranteed that 
the Southern would be an eight-team league. Three cities still don’t 
have working agreements. If they decide to go with six clubs, I 
don’t want any part of the deal. We would not be obligated to 
continue in the Southern.” 


Bavasi then made a statement which may prove very 
important before the Atlanta question is answered. He previously 
has said that the Dodgers did not want to operate three triple A 
clubs. They already sponsor Spokane in the Pacific Coast circuit 
and Bavasi recently added Omaha to the family. 


Earlier in the week he inferred that Atlanta might be the 
second triple A team, provided the American Association doesn't 
get to post. 

‘I've thought it over and we're willing to run three triple A 
teams if that’s what it takes to get Atlanta in triple A,’’ Bavasi 
said. ‘‘We've got enough players to do it.” 


bie The fact that the Dodgers have rejected offers here for some 


triple A farm hands indicates that the Dodgers plan to use ‘em on 
the farms. Other clubs picked off 11 minor league Dodgers in the 
draft for $185,000, a striking illustration that the Dodgers have more 
talent than any organization.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Factory sales poh to 


a 12-month low in October as new orders and inven- 
tories also declined, the Commerce department reported 


Wednesday. , 


New orders fell. by $1.1 billion, 
the largest one-month loss all 
year. However, officials said the 
drop appeared to stem from a 
temporary decline in defense de- 
partment contracting for aircraft, 
missiles and electronic equipment. 
Orders in these lines are expected 
to perk up in November and De- 
cember 


Inventories of manufacturers 
fell by $400 million, slightly more 
than in September. Cuts were 
most noticeable among metal pro- 
ducers and users. 


In general, department econom- 
ists said, the report showed fur- 
ther slowdowns in manufacturing, 
which has been in a mild slump 
since early summer. 


Manufacturers’ sales dropped 
by one per cent last month to 
$29.64 billion, the sixth consecu- 
tive monthly decline. Sales losses 
were spread over many lines and 
were sharpest in iron and steel, 
fabricated mietals, textiles and 
rubber. 


The only major exception was 


autos, where factories stepped up| 


deliveries of 1961 model cars. 
However, production exceeded 
sales with a resulting build up of 
dealers’ unsold vehicles.

Why 
not make it the week before 
Christmas for a decoration and 
slice it on Christmas Day. It 
stays moist by wrapping with 
waxed paper, saran wrap or 
aluminum foil. 


GINGERBREAD HOUSE 
cuff’ dark syrup 

cups sugar 

tbsp. ground cloves 
tbsp. cinnamon 

tbsp. ginger 

tsp. cardamon seed 
tbsp. grated orange rind 
cups butter 

eggs 

tbsp. ginger 

cups flour, sifted 
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Warm or heat syrup with 
sugar. Add cloves, cinnamon, 
ginger, cardamon seeds and 
grated orange rind. Stir until 
cool and gradually add to butter. 
Add eggs, one at a time to the 
mixture and beat. Mix soda 
with a small amount of water 
and add to mixture.. Then add 
flour and let stand overnight. 


Method for making houses is 
fun for all. Pull off a piece of 
dough about the size of a walnut 
and pat it down on a cookie 
sheet. Continue doing this until 
you have enough cookies for a 
house that is 6 cookies across 
and 4 high.

cookies, the better the effect is 
of the house. Bake the cookies 
at 350 degrees for 10 minutes. 
On the ends of the house the 
cookies are three across and 
four high. Two pieces for roof 
are required and these cookies 
should be larger so that the 
roof overhangs. Cut out pieces 
of cardboard to fit behind the 
walls for reinforcement. Cut out 
windows in cookies and board. 
Fasten cardboard to cookies 
with butter frosting. 


The fence is a row of cookies 
cut in half. It should be placed 
on cardboard covered with 
aluminum foil. If any of the 
cookies should break, put them 
together again with the frosting. 
The coconut and icing gives the 
house a snowy effect and the 
recipe makes enough for 1 large 
house or 2 small ones. 


If you are looking for a de- 
licious butter cookie for the holi- 
days, look no further. Just make 
sure that you have plenty of 
colored nonpareils and silver 
dragees on the pantry shelf be- 
fore mixing the dough.

Cream butter until] light and 
fluffy.
